OP TO RAIL LABOR BOARD 



Interstate Commerce Commlsalon 

^Withholds Decision oh Question 

Until Waao Body Completes 

Ita Hearing. 

Washington, Way 24. — There will be 
fto move on the part of tlio railway 
managers to i*educe rates until wages 
are lowered. 

The railway labor board, which has 
the sole power to adjust railway 
wages, has practically completed Its 
hearings In Chicago. A decision re- 
ducing wages of railway workers is 
expected from tlie board within n 
month. Not until the extent of this 
expected reduction Is definitely mnde 
kno\Mi will the rnllwoy executives 
move to lower their freight rate. 

In the meantime, the decision pre- 
pared by the Interstate commerce 
commission ordering rate- reductions 
will ho withheld. This nctlon is 
necessltnted by tlie promise made to 
President Harding by rallwny execu- 
tives last week, for a careful In- 
vestlgatlgn of the rnte situation to de- 
termine whether It la possible to lo\ycr 
freight tariffs. Before the study Is 
completed, it Is probable that tlie 
labor board's decision will be handed 
downi.. 

It Is now evident that President 
Harding has boon unable to do what 
he expected In bringing about volun- 
tai-y reductions by the railway mana- 
gers. Control ' of the situation, how- 
ever, still remains In the hands of the 
administration. If at any time It la 
convinced tliat tlie railroad mnnnscrs 
are "stalling" It can Immediately re- 
lease the interstate commerce com- 
mission's decision. The belief pre- 
vails, however, tliat the situation will 
undergo little change untU the labor 
bonrd has acted. 

An otUcIul statement Issued by the 
rnllwny i)resldents stated that the 
committee meeting with the rate fixing 
body was appointed us a result of the 
meeting with President Ilnrding imd 
that tlie conference was for the pur- 
pose of "discussing tlie railroad sltun- 
tlon." 

But from a reliable source It was 
lennied that the conference of tlie mil 
executives at the White House and 
the subsequent conferences all were 
brought about as n rcbult of' the na- 
ture of tlie proposed ralc-roductlon 
decision on wldcli the Intcrstute com- 
merce commlHijIou has been working 
several months, 

This decision, It wns stated, wns 
complete on Friday of last week, bul 
It wns decided that It wnuhl be un- 
wise to make the annoiincemoni with- 
out first determining the attitude of 
the railway olllclals. This resulted In 
President Harding InvUlng a selected 
group to dine with him. TJicy could 
not then agree to a voluntary reduc- 
tion nnd uslted to he pcnulttod to cnn- 
fer with the commerce commlrtshmcr.s. 
The whole situation from tlie view- 
point of the railway ofiUials hinges 
on whether the roads would earn a 
fair return on their Investment under 
the proposed reductlouH. They con- 
tend that they cannot do so wltliout 
corresponding reductions in labor 
costs and are understood to Iiave de- 
clared that they would take ndvanlage 
of the tranHportntlon act, which guar- 
antees a fair return for the railroads. 
This would result In court action and 
the doclKhui, It la said. Is being held 
up In an effort to reach a compromise 
that would be acceptable..

"The outlook for the future." con- 
tinues Vorwaerts, "Is anytldng but 
rosy, nnd this applies both to food- 
stuffs raised at home nnd those to be 
Imported." 

Prolongation of winter weather far

Injury to tlie crops and It Ik futile 
to expect sulllclent quantities of food- 
stuffs from tho home harvest to come 
anywhere near appeasing tho hunger

itwill cost the subscribers of the 
Illinois Bell Telephone Company ap- 
proximately S200,000 to have the com- 
pany comply with the citation order of 
the Illinois Commerce Commission re- 
quirinR the company to show cause why 
its rates in the territory surroimding 
Chicago should not be reduced. , 

In replv to the citation order of the 
commission. the company filed with it 
a sworn statement setting forth tliat the 
company's rate of return for its territory 
surroundinK Chicago was less than four 
and one-half per cent, although it was 
allowed a return of six per cent by the 
Public Utilities Commission in the rate 
order entered December, 1920. ^ 

The company took the position Uiat 
it should not he required to spend 
S20i\00n, the estimated cost ofvaluations 
and <letailed statements requested by the 
aimmissinn. to justify rates which are 
earning less than live per cent. 

Subscribers Pay Bill 

The company set up in its answer that 
it was unjust to ask the company to 
make this expenditure; which, of course, 
wonld have lo be reimbursed by increas- 
ini; telephone rates in the territory 

affected. ... ., , .u 

It was asserted in the answer that the 
company's books are kept in accordance 
with Ihe accounting rules of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, which 
rules are those followed by the Illinois 
Conunerce Commission as relating to 
telephone companies. 

To force the company to make an ac- 
counting under the provisions of the 
commission's citation order would com- 
pei it to'spend approximately 5200,000, 
which is more than twenty-five percent 
of tlie total amount received by it as a 
return on the value of its property de- 
voted to the public use in tlie territory 
covered by the citation. 

The company's answer declared^ that 
this was an unwarranted expenditure. 

Company's Expenses Increased 

The company is now operating under 
rates prescribed by the Public Utilities 
Commission in its order of Decemlier, 
1920. It was estimated in this order that 
the company would have a return of 
about six per* cent on its properties de- 
voted lo the public service. Instead of 
rec'-'ivint; this, the company's answer 
stated, its return has been less tlian four 
and tine-half per cent. It also was point- 
ed out in the company's answer that the 
company's expenses increased in 1921 
over the amount estimated by the com- 
mission, and that its expenses for the 
first three months of 1922 were in excess 
of its expenses for the first three months 
of 1921. with due regard to the increased 
gro'.vth in number of telephones. 

The commission took' the company's 
answer under advisement.

Aaron Saniro. famous co-operative 
attorney who helped organize the 
California- coJoperative fruit in- 
terests, was retained to _ draw up the 
contract. 

The now contract will become ef- 
fective Sept. 1, if 6,000 have been 
signed by that time. 

In order to safeguard the interests 
of. the producers who sign contracts, 
an operations committee will be 
created to keep a check on the busi- 
ness methods and overhead expenses 
of the company. The producers in 
each of nine districts will elect one 
of their number to this committee. . 

It is planned later to create a non- 

Jiroflt sales organization which shall 
lave entire charge of marketing and 
in which each contracting pi-oducor 
shall be a voting member.

He Doubts If the Conflict Would iHave 
Come If the United States Had '

merclai Fleet. 

Washington, May 20. — Heading for 
(ho developuicnt of un ude4|unie mer- 
chunt marine In un addresa before the 
convention of the United Slates Cham- 
ber of Commerce, frestdeni Llartlini;

sition in tlic world. 

"i nm glnd to come to you because 
It Is merchant miirino day on your i>ro- 
trnim," the I*realdent said. "There Is 
not one constructive thought In the 
mind (if the ndmlnistrntlon ut iliepres- 
em time tlint takes rank over a desire 
to firmly nnd successfully establish an 
American mcrchnnt marine. 1 do not 
know of nny niittnn In the world thnf 
ever malntnlnbd eminence In trade 
flint was not eminent as a carrier of 
trnde." 

The President called attention to.the 
vnst ship lonnnge owned by the gov- 
ernment ht the close of the vnr, mak- 
ing It necessary for tho government to 
go into' tho commercial shipping busi- 
ness, 

"Now," he snid, "we nre nsltlng con- 
gress to give us n merchant marine
